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Sagina procumbens L. which is hitherto reported from in the neighbouring 
regions of Japan, Isl. Alaid and Toyohara in Southern Saghalien was found 
in Aomori, prov. Mutsu, Honshu. The plant in Aomori most probably may 
be regarded as an introduced weed. The material examined is differs from 
European and North Americau plants by the erect-patent but not spreading 
sepals, but the young fruits are distinctly nodding. The seeds are blackish 
brown and shallowly sculptured. 
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
